ing to Budget Deficit.

LONDON, March 81.—The British fiscal 
year closed today in anything but pleaging 
shape from the taxpayer’s viewpoint. Offi- 
cial returns show that the estimate of reve+ 
nue made in the last budget by ex-Chancellor . 
of the Exchequer Ritchie have. not been 
reached by $12,000,000. His estimate of $721,- 
350,000 actualy proves to be §$707,730,000, 
which is more than $50;000,000 below the pre-— 
vious year. The slump is made worse by an 
additional $22,250,000 to the estimated ex- 
penditure in the form of supplementary 
grants, chiefly to the army and navy. 

Continued depression in trade and other 
circumstances gives prospect of a considera- 
ble deficit also in the budget for 1904-’05. It 
is calculated that the budget prepar by - 
Austen Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, which is due in about a fortnight, 
will Wave to provide for raising at least 
$35,000,000, and perhaps $50,000,000, in fresh 
revenue. Hence it will be impossible for. 
Ritchie’s overgenerous remission of $52,500,- 
000 taxation ‘for April, 1903, to be maintained. 

Taxpayers are prepared for an increase in 
the income tax, which already is equivalent 
to 22 cents a pound. It is believed the duties 
on sugar: and tobacco will be raised. There 
is some expectation that the sinking fund 
will be partially suspended.

But this great figure of Buddha had ‘ 
a soulless, staring, expressionless face, des-. | 
spite the worship continuing around it for 
centuries, and the white -eyebalis glared 
straight at. the timbers before them, while 
the mats at the doorway were covered’ with 
kneeling and prostrate figures, each with 
some burden or plea,’ 

Around the walls are rows upon ‘rows of 
niches, each containing a Httle image of 
Buddha, the serried rows, the repetitions and 
repetHtions of the same figure to 
being quite enough to hypnotize one.

Rev. Henry J. White- 
house, then Episcopal bishop of Illinois, cer- 
tain land in the city of Morris for a stipu- 
lated price, but in the deed it was declared 
that the bishop should hold the land “in 
trust for the wardens and vestrymen of St. 
Thomas’ church of Morris, Ill.’’ 

In the next thirty years the officials of St. 
Thomas’ church died, the congregation was | 
scattered, and the corporation itself became 
virtually defunct. ‘But by a special act of 
the legislature in 1853 the Eptecopal bishop 
of Lilinois and his successors were created a 
corporation with power of perpetual suc- 
cession, and it was provided that all lands 
vested in such bishop in trust for local con- 
gregations should pass perpetually to each 
successor in the’ Episcopal office without 
any conveyance by the incumbents.

‘Raymond Robbins Declares the Father | 
Who “Goes Broke” Doing His ey Is | 


Creditor of the State. 


Urging that the aged man is not given as 
good a chance.as the boy or the girl, Ray- 
mond Robbins, head of Northwestern Uni- 
versity settlement, yesterday at a meeting 
of the Columbian Woman’s club declared 
that it is the duty of the commonwealth to 
pension for life the men who have gone 
“broke ’’’ educating their sons and daugh- 
ters to become useful members of society.
